A Simple ToUiphoiie. 


Cut with a circle saw from an inch board 


two circular rims twelve inches in diame- 
ter, the open space in the center being 
seven inches in diameter, one of them for 
each end of the Hue. Then glue on. one 
side of the rim four thicknesses of heavy 
uianilla paper, drawing them as tight ;is 
possible—it would also be well tc drive in 
a few large-head carpet 
tacks about an 


inch apart. 
On the other side of the rhn 


glue on two tidcknesses of paper, having 
in the center an opening three inchc'S in 
diameter. 


The wire to be used is copper, about ihe 


thickness of a knitting-needle.

but is 1,000 horse power in excess of cither 
the Archer, Brisk, Cossack,Mohawk, Tar- 
tar or Porpoise, all vessels of the.same class.
